to Mrs. Leslie M. Ganyard, manager | 


of the Alumni Bureau of Occupa- 
tions, who has cautioned all pros- 
pective students that they should 
not come here without an emergency 
fund to help them periods when em- 
ployment cannot be found. _ 

University records show  thata 
number of students had been forced 
to withdraw as a result of failing 
to find part-time work. This loss was 
borne not only by the students, but 
by the state, Mrs. Ganyard pointed 
out, 


Mrs. Ganyard declares that em 
ployment this year is scarcer than 
for some time past, in every branch 
of work. 

“Tf a reserve fund is not obtain- 
able on graduation from high school 
it would be better to stay out a year 
and save,” she advises.
